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PREFACE 


Tms  work  was  imdertaken  some  ten  yeftis  ago,  and  is  now  com- 
pleted at  the  lequeet  of  tlie  Gtovemors  of  St.  Paul's  School.  It 
ontairis  the  names  of  all  bfiys  admitted  under  the  nile  of  the  late 
High  Master,  Fxedenok  William  Walker,  from  1876  to  July,  1905. 
To  these  names  biographical  notioeB  have  been  added  wheieTer 
infoimatioik  has  been  attainable. 

Bat  it  18  now  more  tlian  twenty  yeais  since  the  earlier  Beguters 
were  pnblished,  and  moch  additional  information  has  aocmnnlated 
in  that  time.  Firstly,  what  then  remained  of  Br.  Sleath's  pupils 
hare  mostly  passed  away,  and  of  the  pupils  of  Dr.  Kynaston  many 
have  achieved,  and  not  a  few  have  finished,  their  careers. 

Further,  owing  to  the  publication  of  the  Begisteis  of  Gaius  and 
St  John's  OoUegBB  at  Cambridge,  numerous  additional  Paulines 
have  been  discovered  for  the  time  preceding  1748,  while  the 
'Dictionary  of  National  Biography,'  the  publications  of  the  Oxford 
Historical  Society,  and  Wheatley's  Edition  of  *  Pepys*  Diary '  have 
increased  this  list.  To  these  must  be  added  as  authorities  the 
papers  of  Johu  Postlethwayte  and  several  other  MSS.  connected 
with  the  earlier  days  of  the  School.  Tlicse  various  sources  liavo 
supplied  nearly  one  hundred  additional  names  for  the  period 
between  1509  and  1748. 

The  Appendices  contain  notices  of  the  chief  ISchool  events  of 
the  last  thirty  years,  and  brict  records  ot  the  Assistant  Masters 
appointed  by  Mr.  Walker.  The  whole  work  is  <"<>!npleted  np  to 
July,  1905,  with  a  few  notices  of  occurrences  during  printing, 
together  with  some  information  supplied  too  late  for  insertion 
in  the  body  of  the  work. 
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In  produdng  a  list  of  about  four  thousand  names  thera  must  be 
erron  and  omiwions,  and  indeed  in  response  to  requests  for  informa- 
tion in  the  earlier  parts  not  one  reply  in  ten  was  rocetTed ;  later, 
however,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Editors  of  the  Pauline 
Magmtme  and  the  secretaries  of  the  Old  Pauline  Club,  applica* 
tlons  for  news  were  more  successfuL  Among  many  Paulines  who 
have  helped  from  time  to  time  thanks  are  pre-eminently  due  to 
Mr.  M.  F.  G-.  McDonnell,  who  has  succeeded  in  identifying  many 
persons  as  Paulines  before  1748.  Every  facility  has  been  given 
by  the  School  authorities  and  those  at  Mercers*  Hall ;  and  for  the 
onerous  task  of  transcribing  the  Registers  gratitude  is  due  to 
the  late  Mr.  T.  A.  Moore  .and  Mr.  0.  F.  D.  xsixon.

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ST.  PAUL'S  SCHOOL. 


INTRODUCTION. 

It  is  not  proposed  here  to  give  a  history  of  St.  PauFs  School 
during  the  Lust  thirty  v^^ar*?,  but  only  to  note  such  points  as  are 
necessary  I'ur  the  understun  linj^  of  the  Registers. 

In  187G  the  new  scheme  ol  the  Knduwed  School  Commissioners 
laime  into  force,  and  the  Governing  Body  was  reconstituted. 
Dr.  Kynaston,  the  High  Master,  tendezed  his  rasignation  at  the 
Apposition  of  that  year,  and  was  succeeded  id  January,  1877,  by 
Mr.  Walker.  It  was  decided  that  permanent  Mathematical  and 
French.  Masters  should  be  established  in  place  of  those  who  had 
previously  visited  the  School,  and  three  additional  Assistant 
Masters  were  appointed.  Tlie  High  Master's  house  was  never 
occupied  by  Mr.  Walker,  but  was  at  once  converted  into  Class 
Rooms;  shortly  afterwards  (1878-79)  the  Sunmistcr'a  house  was 
also  annexed.  ai\<\  a  Chennfal  Laboratory  established  on  the  top 
fl(Mir.  By  this  meana  aeeomniodiition  was  found  for  about  seyoTity 
boys  payiiif^  Fees  in  addition  to  the  153  Scholare.  To  this  size  tlio 
ScViool  gradually  attained,  and  so  it  remained  till  removed  to  the 
new  Buildings  in  1881.  There  the  numbers  rapidly  increased, 
until  they  passed  600,  about  which  size  it  has  steadily  continued. 
From  time  to  time  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Bnildings 
(but  not  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  accommodation),  such  as 
the  Gymnasium  with,  more  Fives  Courts,  Workshops  both  for 
Carpentry  and  MetM  Work,  and  the  Swimming  Bath. 

With  the  accommodation  afforded  by  the  new  BuildiugB  room 
was  found  for  more  subject.s  of  study,  and  the  Staff  was  pro- 
portionately increased,  so  that  there  was^  as  a  rule,  one  Master  to 
every  twenty  Boys. 

At  once,  in  1877,  Mr.  Walker  changed  the  hours  of  opening 
School  from  a  lax  nine  o'clock  to  a  strict  half-past  nine,  morning 
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School  goin^  on  till  one;  while  tifteruoon  school  lasted  I'rom  two 
to  four.  In  January,  1881,  the  Wednesday  half-holiday  wits 
abolished}  and  Saturday  became  a  whole  holiday.  This  arrange- 
ment  lasted  till  1884,  when,  oii  the  removd  of  the  8chooI,  the 
intenral  between  monuDg  and  afternoon  School  wu  extended  from 
one  o'clock  till  three  o'clock,  and  afternoon  School  lasted  from 
three  to  fiye.  No  change  has  since  been  made,  except  that  all  boys 
are  required  to  play  games  on  one  afternoon  in  the  week,  a  plan 
established  in  October,  1896. 

The  School  Exhibitions  (partly  supplied  by  the  Gampden 
Foundation)  are  now  tenable  at  any  place  of  education  approved 
by  tlio  (Tovernors.  In  1877  they  wero  reduc*^*!  l)()th  in  numbers 
and  value;  and  two  were  given  for  Classics  and  one  tor  Mathe- 
matics. In  1882  these  were  increased  to  three  and  two  respectively. 
In  1883  one  Science  Exhibition  was  given  and  a  second  in  1884  ; 
a  Woolwich  Exliibition  was  added  in  1889  and  one  lor  Modern 
History  in  1894.  The  number  and  value  of  the  Exhibitions  is 
determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Gk>Yernoi8,  ten  being  the 
nsual  nnmber. 

The  institution  of  a  Secietaty,  who  eventually  became  Bursar 
(with  an  ofBoe  and  clerks),  naturally  took  the  Registering  of  new 

boys  out  of  the  Captain's  hands,  while  further,  the  appointment 
oi  the  Surmaster  (Dr.  Lupton)  as  Honorary  Librarian,  witli  a  sub- 
Librarian,  relieved  the  Captain  also  of  his  Library  duties.  The 
School  carried  to  Kensington  a  Library  of  abaut  5,000  volumes, 
which  has  since  increased  to  9,500,  includini:;  the  Classical  Library 
of  Dr.  Blaydes  (1,.S00  volumes),  and  the  bequest  of  M.  L.  Blouet 
(570  volumes),  mainly  of  French  literature. 

The  ordinary  ailmissions  to  the  School  now  take  place  at  the 
bt^giuning  of  each  Term,  instead  ot  (as  in  old  times)  whenever 
vacancies  occnrred.  The  various  changes  in  the  arrangements  of 
the  election  of  Foundation  Scholars  will  be  found  on  page  70. 
Numerous  Foundation  Frizes  and  Scholarships  have  been  estab- 
lished in  the  last  thirty  years;  for  which  see  Appendix  C.  In 
1877  the  Apportion  (Speech  Day)  was  removed  from  the  middle  - 
of  June  to  the  end  of  Term  in  July ;  so  that  since  the  earliest 
recorded  Apposition  (Feb.  2,  15|*i),  it  has  gone  forward  six  months 
in  the  year.  The  Winter  Speeches  (the  third  Thursday  in  December), 
which  had  been  accompanied  by  a  Concert  on  the  following  Friday 
evening  (since  1800),  eeased  in  1877,  and  the  Concert  itself  was 
not  held  from  1660  till  Midsummer,  1685.

Eighth  Library;  and  the  Field  Club  Library,  lately  angmentful 
by  a  gift  of  books  from  Mrs.  Cornish,  the  widow  of  the  Founder  of 
the  Club.  The  Library  of  the  Philosophical  Society  ma  presented 
to  the  School  Library  in  1891. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1899  the  School  was  divided  for 
athletic  purposes  into  six  permanent  Clubs,  of  which  the  "  Houses  ** 
(Boarders)  constituted  one.  This  explains  the  description  of 
Captain  of  Houses"  of  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  £  Clubs.  Between 
1876  and  1905  there  was  the  Captain  of  the  Sebool,  who  was 
generally  President  of  the  Unbn,  and  that  Society  had  its 
Treasurer  (Viee-Pkeside&t),  Secretary,  and  Librarian.  Further, 
there  were  Captains  of  Cricket,  Football,  Swimming,  Bowing, 
Fives,  Gymnasium,  Boxing,  Fencing,  Lacrosse^  and  Shooting. 
The  Pauline  Moffoxine  had  an  Editor  and  sometimes  a  sub-Editor 
and  a  Treasurer.  There  were  also  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of 
Athletics,  a  Secretary  of  the  Photographic  Society,  a  Vice-President 
and  a  Secretary  of  the  Chess  Club,  a  Secretary  of  the  Bicycle  Club  ; 
and  the  Field  Club  had  its  Curator,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Librarian.  There  was  a  Cadet  Lieutenant;  and  a  Committee  for 
the  Musical  Society,  and  at  one  time  for  the  Boys'  Library. 

The  rhilodophical  Society  had  in  its  time  a  Treasurer,  a 
Secretary,  and  a  Librarian ;  the  French  Debating  Society  had  a 
Secretary  and  an  Assistant  Secretary;  and  the  Literary  Sosiety  had

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FOUNDATIONERS. 

The  fiist  Oapitfttion  Scholars  were  admitted  in  September,  1876. 

The  first  election  of  Foondationers  was  held  in  Jannary,  1877. 
Candidates  were  required  to  he  between  12  and  14  years  of  age» 
and  the  Scholarships  were  tenable  np  to  19.   In  that  year  fom 

(quarterly)  Elections  were  held.  Subsequently  the  elections  were 
held  three  times  a  ye«ar  till  1S99.  Since  then  the  elections  have 
been  reduced  to  two  a  year.  The  following  variations  in  the  terms 
of  the  election  have  been  made  from  time  to  time.  In  1880  the 
Scholarships  were  divided  into  two  classes — Junior  (age  12  to  14, 
and  tenable  up  to  16)  and  Senior  (under  16,  and  tenable  up  to 
19).  In  1881  permission  was  given  to  elect  promising  boys  under 
12.  In  1897  it  began  to  be  found  that  there  were  no  yacancies  at 
Easter,  so  that  only  candidates  who  stood  foT  re-election  to  Senior 
Scholaiships  could  be  examined;  this  led  to  the  reduction  of  the 
Examinations  to  two  a  year. 

In  1901  a  further  change  was  introduced,  the  age  for  Junior  • 
Scholai'S  being  raised  to  15,  and  for  Seniors  to  17  ;  it  was  also 
ordered  that  one  third  of  the  Scholars  should  bo  elected  without 
regard  to  Greek,  and  that  one  third  must  be  taken  from  boys 
between  13  and  14.

TJie  OUivant  Prise. — This  Prize,  of  the  value  of  £5  was  founded 
in  1884  in  memory  of  the  late  Alfred  Ollivant,  D.D.,  Bishop  of 
Llandaff,  fomerly  Captain  of  St.  Paul's  School.  It  is  awaided  for 
proficiency  in  knowledge  of  the  Greek  Testament. 

The  John  Wataon  Praes, — ^These  Prizes,  of  the  aggregate  value 
of  £3  109.,  awarded  annually  for  proficioioy  in  Drawing  and 
Painting,  were  founded  in  1888  in  memoij  of  the  late  John 
Williams  Watson,  Esq.,  for  many  jrears  a  Grovernor  of  the  School 

The  Butterworth  Prize. — This  Prize,  of  tlio  value  of  £3,  awarded 
annually  for  proficiency  in  tlie  knowledge  ot  En;j:lish  Literature, 
es})eeially  of  Shakesjicaro,  was  founded  in  16Sd  by  the  late  Joshua 
Butterworth,  £s<^.,  au  old  i'auliue. 

2%«  Montagu  Prize. — This  Prize,  of  the  value  of  £2  15«.,  awarded 
annually  for  proficiency  in  the  knowledge  of  German,  was  founded 
in  1889  by  Sir  Samuel  Montagu,  Bart.,  M.P.

The  S)iirf'  Priz'  ft. — These  Prizes,  of  the  value  ol  £17  a  year,  were 
foniuled  by  the  will  of  the  late  Alfred  Hutchinson  Smee,  Esq.,  an  ^ 
old  I'auline  in  1902  in  memory  of  his  father  Alfred  Smee,  F.B.S., 
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Surgeon  to  the  Bank  '.A  Kngland,  who  was  also  educated  at  St.  I'aiii  s 
School.  They  are  awarded  annually  for  original  work  of  a  Scientific 
or  J^ractieal  nature.  Mr.  Smce  f2:uve  these  Prizeafrom  1884  onwards, 
but  did  not  endow  thrm  till  iiia  death. 

The  Winterbotliam  Scholarshi}). -—Thh  Scholarship,  of  the  value  of 
£35  10«.,  was  founded  in  1904  hj  W.  H.  Winterbotham,  Esq.,  and 
is  awarded  annually  to  the  most  deserving  student  in  Classics,  to 
be  held  by  him  during  his  Ittst  year  at  the  Sohool,  but  not  after 
leaving  the  School

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THE  ABRANGEHENT  OF  FORMS  (CLASSES) 

BETWEEN  1876  AUD  1905. 

TTp  to  the  year  1876»  fjrom  the  days  of  the  Foundation  of  the  School, 
there  were  always  Eight  (Clasaioal)  Fonna  or  Glasses ;  and  it  was 
therefore  easy  to  say  in  what  position  a  boy  was  when  he  left  the 

School. 

But  with  the  increase  of  numbers  and  the  introduction  of  new 
snbjeots  all  this  was  changed.  It  became  necessary  to  snbdiyide 
each  form  into  Upper  and  Lower,  and  sometimes  Middle ;  sometimes 
parallel  Forms  were  established,  new  names  wm  introduced,  such 
as  Hemove,  Special,  Matriculation,  and  Transitus ;  and  Mathematics, 
Science,  and  History  began  to  hare  Eighths  and  other  Forms  of 
their  own. 

Among  the  Classical  Forms  there  were  few  changes  beyond  the 
subdivisions  and  the  introduction  of  the  Remove  between  the  Upper 
Fourth  and  Lower  Fifth  with  tlie  creation  of  a  "  Special  "  cltiss  tor 
some  selected  boys.  In  this  work,  therefore,  it  is  easy  to  describe 
the  position  of  a  boy  who  left  in  a  Classical  Form.  But  for  boys 
leaving  in  ]\Iathematical  and  Science  Forms  it  is  necessary  to 
prefix  Sc.  and  Math,  to  the  Roman  numbers;  and  many  of  these 
Forms  had  names  which  varied  every  few  years.  Besides  these 
there  was  at  one  time  an  Indian  Civil  Service  VIII.  (I.C.S.)  as  long 
as  schoolboys  still  competed  in  that  examination,  and  this  was 
sncoeeded  by  a  History  YIIT.  At  first  there  was  only  a  Math.  YIII. ; 
to  this  YII.  was  added  in  1883,  and  a  Uatric.  in  1884 ;  in  1887 
there  was  Math.  V. ;  bnt  in  1888  the  names  were  changed  (for  all 
bat  the  YIIL)  into  Further,  Intermediate,  and  Preliminary  Math. 
These  were  g^uped  together  as  the  Woolwich  Glass  in  1890  in 
three  divisions,  which  eyentually  became  known  as  Army  A., 
and  C.  (1897),  thongh  still  officially  called  the  Woolwich  Form. 
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As  to  the  Scienre  Classes,  a  >ratric.  appears  in  1880,  and  Sc.  "V. 
and  Sc.  IV.  in  18*si,  and  an  Vlll  in  1882  ;  in  1884  the  Sc.  Matric. 
is  contrasted  with  the  Math.  Matric,  and  in  1886  Sc.  V.  is  sub- 
divided ;  in  I8y0  there  are  a  Special,  three  .snbdivisioua  of  V.  and 
IV.
